Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 4 - 12 and 14 - 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments filed on December 31 , 2003, with respect 
to claims 2, 4 - 12 and 14-20 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 
The references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach, or suggest 
any obvious combination of the limitations discussed in the 
previous Office Action mailed on May 27, 2003, and further 
comprising the limitations (with respect to claim 8) of an 
induction noise attenuation system comprising a helmholtz 
resonator having a chamber and an active resonator disposed 
within the chamber; nor (with respect to claim 15) a method of 
attenuating noise in an induction system comprising sensing an 
engine speed, producing a phase compensated engine speed 
signal and driving a loudspeaker with the phase compensated 
engine speed signal.
